HOLD WARSAW 


Teulonic Armies Make Progress 


at Some Points. 


INNER LINES REMAIN INTACT 


Fie'd M arshals von Hindenburg and 


von Mackensen Are Practically In­ 


active and May Be W aiting to Sec 


W hether the Russians Will Evacu­ 


ate Polish Capital. 


lo ndon. July 23.—The AuRtro-Ger- 
m an arm ies continue to press the Rus­ 
sian 
forces defending W arsaw and 
while they have made progress at 
some points they have not as yet 
m ade any serious breach in the well 
fortified 
inner lines defending the 
city. 
The Russians, it is said, have been 
pushed back to the bridge head posi­ 
tions directly west of W arsaw and in­ 
let the fortress of Ivangorod further 
to the southeast on the Vistula. 
But 
ut these points they are probably Iii 
a better position to offer stubborn re ­ 
sistance to their opponents. 
The two attacks th a t are being 
m ade from the north along th e Narew 
river by Field Marshal von liinden- 
burg and that which Field .Marshal 
von M ackensen Is directing from the 
southeast, between the Vistula and 
Bug rivers, apparently have been held 
up. or the G erm ans are waiting for 
an opportune moment to move for­ 
ward and catch the Russian armies, 
should it be decided to evacuate W ar­ 
saw. 
At any rate the Berlin official sta te ­ 
m ent does not claim any advance for 
Von Mackensen, while the report, a l­ 
though it states that the Russians 
have 
ceased 
their counter 
attacks 
along the Narew, does not m ention 
any success on the part of Von Hill* 
dcnburg. 


Discount Lose of W arsaw. 


However, should the Russians hold 
W arsaw, it would surprise th e m ili­ 
tary critics in th e allied countries, 
who have discounted the loss of the 
city, attacked from all sides by op­ 
ponents possessed of superiority in 
guns and munitions. 
Grand Duke Nicholas, although abb; 
to deliver some stinging counter a t ­ 
tacks and inflict heavy losses on the 
Austro-Gemums, 
m ust in 
the 
first 
place consider Hie safety of his a r ­ 
mies, the loss ot 
which 
would be 
much m ore serious for the Russians 
than retirem ent from the Polish cap­ 
ital and th e territory around it, 
In the region of Shavli, on the Du- 
bissa river and od the Marl ain pol- 
Kovno road the Germ ans claim a se­ 
ries of successes, but nothing is said 
of the fighting n earer Riga, for which 
city another German arm y is head­ 
ing. 
The Argonne and the Vosges still 
are the scenes of severe fighting In 
the west. 
The accounts from the op­ 
posing sides are as contradictory as 
ever, but it would appear that the 
French 
are 
the aggressors 
in 
the 
Vosges and have made some progress 
and the G erm ans have offset this by 
a partially successful offensive in the 
Argonne. 
The; Italians' continue, their attacks 
along the Isonzo, the battle for the 
conquest of Gortzia and the Carse 
plateau assum ing larger proportions 
and m ore men being engaged than in 
any previous 
battle on 
the 
Italian 
front. 
T he Italians claim to be m ak­ 
ing progress, while the Austrians con­ 
sistently report that all attacks have 
been repulsed.

He suggested that later the 
governm ent of that country could be 
turned over to its own people.

Yon lltiuh nhurg’s original plan, there fore of capturing W ar­ 
saw by direct assault from the weal now teems to have been 
adopted anew by the German general staff. 
Von Mackenaen’a 
failure to make an appreciable impression on the Russian line 
is becoming more apparent and if it be true, that he has sup­ 
erseded von Hindenbtirg as the kaiser's principal eastern con 
fldant, he may not long retain the Imperial favor. 
W arsaw 's chance of holding out Is an even one. 
It Is cer­ 
tain the armies immediately protecting the city, have lately 
been much weakened to enable reinforcements to be rushed to 
the southeast to oppose von Mackensen. Germany, however, has 
done this very thing In the west to Increase lier offensive power 
against the Slavs. 
Yet, despite the w ithdraw ala 
from 
d e r 
m any's western trenches, the French and English have been 
unable to force the Teutons to retire. 
Theoretically, there Is no "vaaon why the Slavs too cannot 
hold their defenses west of Warsaw 
wfth a weakened force. 
They have had ninny months of quiet In which to strengthen 
the trenches and short a s the Russians may be of high powered 
offensive B in dis. It Is not probable they seriously lack defensive 
machine gun ammunition. 
W arsaw ’s fall therefore would establish in every 
definite 
way, a serious decline in the defensive power* of the Russians. 
W ither to a certain capacity fin- Inertia lins c a u s e d the Slavs 
to display very huge resisting ability. 
lf Warsaw Is abandoned, it will mean the phelgm of the Rus­ 
sians In Riving away to a disquieting 
imagination.

one spot in b elligerent E urope w here 
prisoners of w ar enjoy m ore personal 
freedom th a n they did at the fro n t as 
soldiers. The cam p is alm ost a “ free 
c ity '’. 
The men do almost as they 
wish aud a fte r several m o n th s under 
rigorous orders a t the front they are 
enjoying th e ir “ freedom ” even 
lf 
they c a n ’t go outside (lie grounds. 
Cam p rules are th e most sim ple and 
necessary to safeguard the h ea lth and 
com fort of th e Inmates. 
W hen I cam e into th e cam p today 
the “ Main S tre et” was crowded with 
English soldiers, many w earin g wood 
en shoes; w ith F renchm en in ta tte r ­ 
ed red trousers and blue coats; Scot­ 
tish H ig h lan d ers in plaid s k irts and 
b rig h ter plaid stockings an d a few 
hundred g ia n t Russians. 
Not a G er­ 
man officer or soldier except t Ii** two 
at the gate, could be seen. 
For several hours I visited am ong 
the C anadians, the English an d the 
Fr» neb, entirely out of earshot of any 
G erm an au th o rity . 
I asked th e men 
if my im pression of th e ir freedom 
was correct and everyone said it was 
a fact. 
Every man believed 
what 
an E nglish soldier said, “ Of course, 
it a u n fo rtu n a te to he a w ar prisoner 
but we are fo rtu n ate to be In a camp 
where we are given so m uch free­ 
dom,** 
In w hat o th e r prison camp, I a s k ­ 
ed, are the men perm itted to g a th e r 
in groups and talk as they please and 
do what they please. 
M any, w ho had 
been in o th er < am ps said G oettingen 
was the brat of its kind and they at 
trib u ted this fact to th e a d m in is tra ­ 
tive ability of th e cam p com m ander, 
whom every prisoner praised. 
A m bassador G erard and th e Span­ 
ish Am bassador in Berlin, who were 
ln-re some weeks ago to dedicate the 
Iinst A m erican Y. M. C. A., ever built 
in a prison cam p or prison, declare 
the com m ander is a “ prison-genlus” . 
G e rtrd said if this officer could take 
charge of all th e prisons In Europe 
th ere would he no com plaint against 
th e handling of 
prisoners of war. 
Even am ong Swedish investigators 
G oettingen is considered th e finest 
cam p in Europe. 
John IE Jackson, 
of T renton, N. J., form er Am erican 
m inister to Roum unia, who has seen 
all tile cam ps in E ngland and G er­ 
many holds the sam e opinion. 
C am p conditions are excellent, Hie 
sp irit of the m en is in spiring, th e 
cam p health is equal to th a t in the 
most h e a lth !ut spots in th e world. 
Ie ss than 25 were in the hospital to­ 
day. 
The m en not only appeared 
happy b u t said they were happier 
th a n they ever expected to he as pris­ 
oners of war. 
And today th e re aru 
ab o u t 8,100 form er soldiers of th e 
allies im prisoned here, am ong them 
IGO C anadians, m em bers of the form ­ 
er 4 St Ii, Toronto H ig h la n d ers w ho 
were captured a t Ypres, April I I . 
This cam p was founded in a large 
lk*ld outside the old university city of 
G oettingen and at tile foot of a high

Tile Y, M. C. A. building is a lurgi 
cottage w ith a lib ra ry of French, 
E nglish and R ussian hooks and mug 
azines ut one end and a stage at the 
other. 
This afternoon th e English 
and F rench were p rep arin g for an 
E nglish concert. 
A F ren ch m an was 
p ain tin g scenery for the stage. B el­ 
g ia n s were installing electric foot­ 
lig h ts aud th e English w ere mark 
lug th e benches vs itll the nam es of 
the audience, which because of the 
lim ited capacity of th e hull, was lim ­ 
ited to invited English soldiers. 
This cam p is fam ous in G erm any, 
also, because of the Interest th e Bru­ 
it ssors in th e U niversity of G o ettin g ­ 
en take in th e welfare of th e prison­ 
ers.

My guide in th e camp, L ie u t­ 
e n a n t Gropp, 
w ho said he h ad a 
brother-in-law , W illiam Uersson liv­ 
ing a t 732 Bolden avenue, ('hicago, 
dei I a red these fellows would soon be 
g ivin special b a th s and ordered to 
wash th e ir clothes. 
One of the m ost am u sin g sig h ts in 
th e cam p was to see five R ussians 
ta k in g a pow der hath to kill th e lice 
they carried w hen they arrived from 
th e G alician fro n t four 
days ago. 
These men w ere lying naked in this 
powder.

Those id* us who heard tIii- demmeia 
dons of Cannonism by the reformers 
caille to tin* conclusion that it would 
never Im* possible to more severely erit- 
ieise a parliamentary system. 
"The rules of the house are not hap­ 
hazard methods of procedure, lait have 
been worked out aller a careful study 
of the philosophy of parliamentary law 
for the best methods of governing the 
business of this body.” 
That state­ 
ment was made by John J. Fitzgerald, 
one of tint best parliamentarians in the 
house. 


Protest th e Secret Caucus. 
Hut the rules were changed, and 
when the power was taken from the 
speaker to appoint committees and to 
control tin* commit tis* on rules, as well 
as to control the right of recognition 
of members to call lip bills, something 
hud to Im* substituted.

speaker the caucus conferred tin* pow­ 
er on tin* chairman of the committee 
"ii ways and means.

All depends upon tin* weight 
of the plates im to whether the vibra­ 
tion will Im* high. 


H ow long will a m a g n eto run w it h ­ 
out rem agn etixin g it and overh aulin g 
it in general? 
Magnetos will run for five years and 
upward without remagnetlzing lf a 
good job has been dom* in the first 
place and if the magnet-, employed have 
the proper degree of retentivity. 
The 
exact time cannot Im* stated, put the 
service which you can s<*ciire from a 
magneto liefore it needs recharging will 
extend over an indefinite period of 
years. 


T here is a knock in th e cylin d er of 
m y car w h ich I can stop only by r e ­ 
tarding th e spark lever as far as it will 
go and keeping <4 so, no m a tter at w h a t 
speed the car is going. 
W hat is tho 
m atter? 
You have not said whether you are 
obliged to retard the spark so far that 
the power is minced. 
It may Im* that 
the spark linkage is connected up so 
that th** spark ordinarily peones too 
early and that th** le\**r must be re­ 
tarded all i1u> way before tho spark 
occurs Iii I Im* proper place. 
I! .his Is 
the cast* change the sitting of the 
spark linkage so that when the motor 
is cranked slowly th** spark occurs at 
dead center with the lover retarded. 
Vary th** adjustm ent,of your carbu­ 
rator with Ha* lever halfway advanced, 
and then note whether Hi** knocking 
onttriues. 
('rank the motor slowly,

A thorough flush­ 
ing of the system should be sufficient 
to put It in good order, nnd If it is not 
tin* ear should Im* intrusted to a repair 
man. 
A heavy coating of carbon on 
the cylinders will cause a kimck, aud 
the remedy Is to remove the carbon. 
Defective Ignition, lf it causes a knock, 
should also cause a miss. Worn Insula­ 
tion. loose connections, p*M>r adjust­ 
ment of tin* vibrators, Incorrect spark 
gap, dirty plugs mid cracked porcelains 
are the principal ways in w h ic h the 
Ignition may give trouble. 


W h a t are th e a d v a n ta g e s o f a float­ 
ing rear axle? 
In the floating rear axle the shafts 
are relieved of all stresses but tor­ 
sional dues, which is quite nu advan­ 
tage. 
The shafts may Im? removed 
without disturbing the wheels, and 
with a sufficiently large plate In the 
differential housing the differential it 
M f may Im? removed for Ins (sect ton. 
In this type of axle tho shafts carry 
no weight and hence do nothing else 
hut turn the rear wheel!. 


W h a t is th e average life of a spark 
plug? 
The average life of a spark plug is 
two seasons. 
Some makes of plugs 
which are more costly and which have 
a hotter composition of nonburning ma- 
t ria! in their electrodes will last much 
longer than the cheaper plug. 
The 
average of two seasons may Im? taken 
us the life of most plugs.

very well. 
I put in tw o new rings, and 
I think th ey do not fit well enough as 
yet, as the car h as only been run about 
th irty 
m iles since. 
T he com pression 
w a s fairly good w ith the old rings, but 
I th o u g h t I could im prove it with new 
ones. 
Is there a n y w a y to m ake them 
fit more tigh tly by using grinding c o m ­ 
pound ? 
In order to get the new £inga to lit 
well at once they should tx? lapped in 
by means of a grinding compound. 
The cylinder Is put on a bench and 
the piston worked out and in with a 
sort (*f irregular turning movement 
similar to that given In grinding n 
valve. 
This work can be done by an 
amateur, but should not Im* attempted 
without first Imving observed carefully 
how It is done, because It Is easy to 
spoil the piston nnd cylinder by un­ 
equal abrasion. 
The probabilities are 
that the new ring will wear in aud the 
compression will Im? tighter after you 
have run another two or three hun­ 
dred milos, and altogether It would 
probably be better for you to walt and 
set* that tills does not happen unless 
you can get tin* services of an expert 
in lapping in the ring. 


W hen th e spark on m y car is reta rd ­ 
ed it m isses considerably. 
Is th is a 
sig n th a t th e m a g n eto is w eak ? 
No. 
Retard and advance simply re­ 
fer to time of spark occurrence. 
The 
spark Is Just as strong on retard as it 
is mi advance. 
When tin* spark is re­ 
tarded It means that it occurs when 
the piston is going downward, and 
when It is advanced it occurs when 
flu* piston has not yet readied dead 
center. 


Sh ould th e v a lv e sp rin g be a stiff one 
under sm all com p ression or a nim ble 
spring under h eavy com p ression to give 
best resu lts? 
Tin* stiffness of the spring will be 
found only by experiment. As the pis­ 
ton descends it creates a vacuum in tin* 
cylinder, thus allowing th** pressure of 
the atmosphere to o(**n the valve. 
If 
the piston suction is poor, then the 
difference In pressure l>etweeii the Isit- 
torn and tin* top of the valve will not 
Im* no great, and hence the valve will 
have ti tendency to remain shut. 
H o w ­ 
ever, lf a piston has go**d suction the 
valve will open without difficulty. You 
will have to try your particular mo­ 
tor and valves Iii order to get tin* best 
results. 


W h a t trea tm en t ii, n ecessa ry to m ake 
a brake lining stick better? 
No treatment should Im* given a brake 
lining to make it fit better ex**ept keep 
big It clean and maintaining the prop­ 
er adjustment on the brakes. 
When 
♦vorn down tin* brake lining should Im? 
replaced. 
One of tin* frequent occur­ 
rence* Is tin* wen ring of the asbestos 
compound below the surface of the 
copper rivets which hold it In place. 
This brings tin* copper rivets In con­ 
tact with the metal brake Ixind. great­ 
ly reducing the retarding effort of the 
brake. 


W hore w ou ld you con sid er the proper 
place for a gasolin e ta n k ? 
This depends ou conditions. 
There 
arc advantages in every location, 
lf 
placed under tho cowl tin* gasoline can 
How by gravity to the carburetor, yet 
tin* carburetor d*M*s not need to be 
placed as low as when the tank is un­ 
der the seat. 
By locating the carbu­ 
retor higher, It Is more accessible and 
the Intake pita* is shortened, giving bet­ 
ter carburetion. The gasoline Is warm­ 
ed by th** heat of the motor so that 
In cold weather, at least, carburetion 
Is facilitated. 
The under sent location of Hu* tank 
als** allows fuel feed by the simple 
gravity method, but there is danger of 
the flow stopping when climbing a 
steep hill. 
When the tank is being 
filh*d the passengers in the front must 
Im? disturbed. 
Butting the tank at the rear utilizes 
otherwise waste space nnd allows the 
space nuder the front seat and under 
tin* cowl to Im* used for other purposes. 
There Ih a slight objection to this hM*u- 
tlon, however, because tho gasoline 
must Im* fed to the carburetor either by 
pressure or the vacuum system. This 
means a slight amount of complication, 
hut it is not serious, as is indicated by 
the fact that the majority of ears now 
Iii use one or tho other of these sys­ 
tems. 
A very large percentage of the cars 
put on tin* market in tin* past year or 
two use the vacuum system of fuel 
feed in which the main gasoline tank 
is located at the rear of the car, while 
a small auxillary tank is placed on the 
dash, usually inside the IkmhI, to give 
gravity feed to the carburetor.

W h a t is the cau se? 
From the Information given it would 
appear that the gasoliii*? tine between 
the carburetor and the tank is slightly 
clogged. 
The gasoline flows through 
rapidly enough to feed the car under 
conditions obtained on the level road 
or on a slight ascent, but on steelier 
grades the feed is not fast enough to 
do the work. 
If you remove the pipe 
connecting the tank and carburetor and 
clean thoroughly it will probably end 
the trouble.

Iii good repair shops and service sta­ 
tions the entire car is disassembled, 
the parts in se c t cd, worn ones re­ 
placed and the cat* then reassembled.

For example, the repair man may find 
that trie differential and gearset are In 
good shape and will not go to the trou­ 
ble of taking them apart.
